FOR SERVICES

Asks $250,000 From the 


Author of Frenzied

Thirty-Three Sensational Speci- 


fications Are Alleged 


in Complaint.

Lynn, Mass., April 8—A suit for 


$250,000 filed in the Essex county 
Superior court in Salem, late yester- 
day afternoon by John S. Donohue of 
this city against T&omas W. Lawson 


of Boston, has aroused widespread 
Interest/ The suit is for special ser- 
vices alleged to have been performed 
by Mr. Donohue as confidential agent 
to Lawson, and many of them cores 
some of the biggest deals in the hi&- 
tory of finances. That most sensa- 
tional developments will be Ibrought 
out when the case comes to trial Is 
likely. 


The suit comes as a- surprise to 


even the nearest acquaintances of the 
two "persons, who have long regarded 
Mr. Donoiue as the closest friend of 
the capper king and one of the few; 
who knew the real Lawson. 


It was not even known among some 


of their closest friends that there had 
been an estrangement between them. 
Mr. Donohue himself, his friend^ say, 
is at a loss to explain the attitude 
which Lawson has assumed lately and 
which has caused the break between, 
them. 


Those familiar with the situation 


look 
forward to the developments 


which the suit promises to brlngfxmt, 
as something in fne nature -of an ex- 
pose, and Donohue himself ig author- 
ity for the statement that before the 
legal proceedings are finished, thou- 
sands of persons who regard Lawson 
as a brilliant and intensely interest- 
ing figure, will have considerable 
light thrown on the charming Inner 
circle which the author of "Frenzied 
Finance" treads. 


In an interview last night Mr. Don- 


ohue said: "I will say that the spe- 
cial services in the declaration corer 
a period of 12 years. I might atea 
say, in way of explanation, that when 
I became associated with Lawson it 
was agreed that there should be no 
salary, as I would be more useful to 
him if he were in a position to say, 
as he did, on the witness stand, that 
I was not in his employ." 


Mr. Donohue also says he arranged 


various meeting for Mr. Lawson with 
U- S. Senator Clark of Montana, 'Ad- 
dicks of Delaware and 
Augustus 


Heinze of Montana; that he took part 
in stock deals for Lawson, conducted 
a news bureau in Lawson's interest 
and acted as "Capper" and "Tout'^te 
stock transactions and other specula- 
tions.

ohue alleged against Mr. Lawson In 
the papers in his action: 


That Lawson was the "angel" for 


some of Miss Olga Nethersole's ven- 
tures. 


That Lawson bought a part inter-

it works itself and will keep going as 
long as, cartridges can be fed into the 
machine. "When one belt of 333 is ex- 
hausted, all that is necessary Is to 
hook on another. 


When the British government gave 


an order for the gun they stipulated 
that it should not weigh more than a 
hundred pounds and should be capable 
of firing a thousand rounds in four 
minutes. Mr. Maxim produced a gun 
which weighed thirty-five pounds and 
fired 2.000 rounds in three minutes.—

Smokeless Weapon Is to Be 


Tested at -Sandy Hook. 


FIRED WITHOUT ANY P6WDER 


Undo Sam to Have First Chance at 


Weapon That Hurls 2,000,000 Bullets 
Hourly With No Danger of Burst- 
ing—Cost of Firing Said to Be Small. 
The United States government has 


completed -arrangements with Fred 
Bangerter, inventor of the new noise- 
less and smokeless gun, whereby one 
of these destructive machines is to 
have a thorough trying out at Sandy 
Hook, with the ultimate view of the 
gun being taken over by the ordnance 
department 
*ig;his* gen, which is fired by some 
mysterious power which the Inventor 
declines to divulge, but which he says 
is neither powder nor other explosive 
nor compressed air, is capable of dis- 
charging 2,000,000 bullets an hour 
without recoiling or becoming over- 
heated and with absolutely no danger 
of bursting^ 


After a two hour visit from Colonel 


Birnie and Major Dickson of the army" 
ordnance board, recently, at which the 
merits of the Bangerter gun were folly 
discussed, the two officers requested 
the' inventor to build one of his guns 
for a tryout at Sandy Hook. Mr. Ban- 
gerter recently confirmed ±he news at 
his home in Brooklyn. The new gun, 
he said, will be of sueb a character 
that for the' preservation of life p and 
property'' if can only he tested on the 
target range at the Hook. 


"I am arranging now," said he, "to 


build a gun that will send a half inch 
ball a distance specified by Colonel 
Birnie and with sufficient velocity to 
kill or dangerously wound a man. The 
new gun will be made of steel and the 
parts will be perfect, so that the gun 
can be worked to the highest speed re- 
quired to fulfill the maximum demands. 
The gun I have at present is made of 
brass in all its parts, and some of the 
parts are worn, so severe have been 
the tests to which they have been sub- 
jected. 
--"Brass Is a much softer metal than 
steel and will therefore not stand the 
Work that steel will. The bullets I use 
now--are1 solid steel, and, being much 
lighter than lead, are not capable of 
acquiring the velocity of the heavier 
metal by a large percentage. The bul- 
lets that will be used in the real trial 
at Sandy Hook will be lead incased in 
steel. They will be heavy enough to 
do the work properly." 


The inventor said he told the officers 


everything about the gun except the 
power which is used to discharge it 
He said they talked a long while about 
it, but eventually admitted that they 
could not even venture a conjecture as 
to the power. Mr. Bangerter made the 
interesting disclosure that the Russian 
government may take over the new in- 
vention If the United States does not 
show a disposition to move hi the mat- 
ter. Said he: 


"I know what I have. No individual 


can buy the secret because it would 
take too much money to pay for It 
Oniy a national government could af- 
ford to buy such a tbing. and I am not 
going to divulge the secret until I can 
get an assurance from a power able to 
compensate me as 1 think I should be. 
I hare had nl! kinds of offers made to 
Induce me to teH bow 1 project those 
bullets, but I have also received a 
proposition from a wealthy promoter 
of Xew York city wbo proposes to go 
to Europe within a few weeks and lay 
the matter before Russia's war minister

PRAISE FOR SPECULATION. 


Cornell Professor Says It Is a Species 


of Insurance. 


E. W. Kemmerer, a Cornell profess- 


or of economics, in speaking of stock 
exchanges the other night at Ithaca, 
N. Y-, said: 


"Exchanges are big Insurance conv 


panics in which every member of so- 
ciety is a member and the speculators 
are the managers. They assume great 
risks, and their position requires abil- 
ity, and therefore society must pay 
them highly. Although there is un- 
doubtedly evil in dishonest manipula- 
tion, it is more than overbalanced by 
the good which speculation brings to 
society in the form of this insurance. 


"In obtaining advance information 


as to the condition of crops and the 
political conditions, the speculators 
are able to keep prices firm and to pre- 
vent sudden fluctuations and thereby 
are insuring society against a sudden 
drop or swift changes."

How a Marine 


Slipped His Cable. 


[Original.] 


Ensign Peabody should .have been in 


the navy a hundred years ago, when 
the men were treated more like brutes 
than human beings, Instead of today, 
when every sailor, whether officer or 
seaman, has his rights. -But there are 
natural tyrants who are by nalure ty- 
rannical, and Peabody was one of 
them, though he kept wtthin the reg' 
ulations, using insult instead of com- 
mitting a violation of an officer's re- 
strictions. 


Tom Spencer was a marina1 on board 


a United States cruiser. 
He was a 


good soldier, always spick and span 
and was well educated. The reason 
for his enlisting in the marine corps 
was that he hoped some day by good 
conduct to secure a commission. For 
some reason or other Peabody con- 
ceived a dislike for Spencer. 
Some 


said the reason was that Peabody had 
been appointed to the academy from 
the gutter and it had failed to make 
him anything but a gutter snipe, while 
Spencer had enlisted from the parlor 
and could only be a gentleman. Be 
this as it may, whenever Peabody got 
a chance to put the screws on to Spen- 
cer he "did it in as irritating and dis- 
agreeable fashion as it could be done. 
There was a fire smoldering in Spen- 
cer's breast which nothing but the mu- 
tiny laws could keep from breaking 
out into a volcanic eruption. - 


There had been a liberty party on 


shore and some of the leave men had 
got into a fight with the natives—the 
cruiser was lying off the coast of 
Peru—and when they returned Pea- 
body was officer of the deck. Spencer 
was one of them and gave evidence of 
his part in the fracas by having his 
uniform torn to shreds.' Peabody seized 
upon this to storm at'him and, his 
hatred getting the better of'bis dis- 
cretion, used a common opp'robrious 
epithet in connection with Spencer's 
mother. Like a flash the marine's right 
arm went out,' and the ensign went 
sprawling on the deck. 


Here was a case of 'mutiny. In some 


of the world's navies even in time of 
peace to strike an officer means death. 
The penalty -is not so severe in the 
United States navy, but it means im- 
prisonment. Spencer was put in irons 
and charges preferred against him. 


It was in the hot season, and there is 


no telling how long a tune may elapse 
before a man may be brought before 
a court martial. It was probable that 
Spencer would either be sent home un- 
der guard for trial or. would be held 
till the cruiser went north. It was too 
hot to keep him between, decks for an 
indefinite time, and he was given the 
liberty of the ship during the day, only 
being put into the brig at "pipe down." 
The .ship's master at. arms was made 
responsible, .for him and watched him 
to see that be didn't get away to shore. 


It was a grim prospect for the prison- 


er. The insult he had received would 
be no palliation for his offense. He 
might have preferred charges against 
Peabody, but on no account could he 
have taken the law into his hands. In- 
stead of a commission, he would doubt- 
less get at the least calculation dis- 
honorable discharge and* several years 
at some naval prison. He was the pic- 
ture of woe as he lounged about and 
an object of sympathy with his ship- 
mates, who hated Peabody. 


Spencer, who was in the social 


scale far above his comrades, had but 
few intimate companions. 
His only 


chum was Bob Sawin. whose father 
was a captain of a merchant vessel. 
Bob was a great scapegrace and gen- 
erally conceded to be the most reckless 
man on the cruiser. 


The trouble on land had subsided and 


liberty parties were again going ashore. 
They usually left the ship at four bells 
in the evening. One afternoon Sawin 
put in an application for liberty. There 
was a young ensign aboard who had 
been ill ever since the cruiser had left 
United States shores, and on this very 
afternoon he had returned to duty and 
was officer of the deck. It was his 
part to call off the names of the liberty 
parry. 


When Sawin's name was called. 


Spencer, well got up in his best uni- 
form for shore leave, stepped forward, 
with a "Here, sir," saluted, went down 
the ladder and took his place In the 
launch. The ensign didn't know him 
from any other marine. There was 
suppressed surprise on the faces of the 
men jvho knew well enough that Spen- 
cer was not Sawin, but never a man 
spoke, and when the party was check- 
ed off the cutter bore them. Spencer 
sitting in the stern sheets, to the dock. 


Meanwhile Bob Sawin was hiding 


under a tarpaulin on the fo'c's'le. 
There he remained till darkness spread 
a friendly mantle far more to the pur- 
pose, then let himself stealthily down 
l\v the anchor chains, dived, swam 
under water as far as he could hold 
his breath, came to the surface and 
•swam to shore. The next morninj; h« 
returned witb the party in Spencer's 
uniform. 


Spencer as soon as he found himself 


ashore made for the mountains and 
witbin a few days was lost to any 
searching party that might be sent for 
him. He had some l»ack pay stored 
away in his pockets, by means of 
K-hlrh !n time he returned to tbe Unit- 
wl States. He was not missed aboard 
;.lijp till the roaster at arms hunted for 
him at "pipe down" to put him la the 
brie for the night 


When the Spanish-American war 


-ame on Spencer enlisted in the army, 
distinguished himself and cam-? bnek 
a captain. Either before or af:er the 
war he succeeded in getting hl,~ naval 
slate spunged off, so that he co.i!d be- 
gin in United States service again. 
This be did through & relatlT> -'• 
was a congressman.

HY not a southern president? 


Aside from aiiy question of 
party, would iiot such a. con- 


~ 
summation 
be

pledge that sectionalism Is 
forever 


ended and that the country is indis- 
solubly one? 
Moreover, should not 


the generous north be the section to/de- 
mand the placing of a southern man 
In the White House? Nothing could 
more touch the heart of the south or 
go further toward restoring mutual 
faith and good feeling. Have not the 
senseless 
partisauism and prejudice 


that would prevent this happy event at 
last burned themselves out? 


Before the civil war the number of 


presidents was ^about equally divided 
between the two sections—eight from 
the south to seven from the north. It 
is only fair to say, however, that the 
southern occupants of the office were 
far and away more conspicuous and 
able than those from the .north. Like- 
wise their tenure of office was twice as 
long—approximately forty-nine years 
to twenty-four. The Virginia and Ten- 
nessee chief magistrates of those clays 
were giants. Here are names to eon- 
Jijre with: 


Washington, 
Jefferson, 
Madison, 


Monroe and Jackson. Very much of 
the world's history might be raked over 
without finding another such group. 
These five that belonged to the two 
wars with England and that ruled for 
forty years were tall of soul and far 
shining. 


The other three southerners—Tyler, 


Polk and Taylor—were not so notable, 


former and by his own personal ef 
forts swung bis state to Cleveland 
when the chief politicians were for 
Hill. 
In 1809 he was unanimously 


elected president of the International 
Sunday School association. 


Overwhelmingly Victorious. 


His nomination for governor follow- 


ed one of the hottest campaigns iu 
the history of Georgia. Against Smith 
were some of the most distinguished 
citizens of the state who were strug- 
gling for the nomination. In addition, 
he was opposed by the powerful rail- 
road interests that had been running 
the politics of Georgia for ye-irs. Hoke 
Smith took a btand against corpora- 
tion dornmat/on us unqualified and de- 
termined as that of La Follette iu Wis- 
consin. 
He waged the battle for a 


year, going into every county Despite 
all the powerful interests combined 
against him he was overwhelmingly 
victorious. 


The recent triumph of the two cent 


fare was largely due to the efforts of 
Governor Smith. He also favored the 
prohibitory law which went into effect 
in Georgia the first of the year, one of 
the results of the remarkable temper- 
ance wave that has recently swept 
over the entire south. Moreover, Hoke 
Smith is an effective speaker, a man of 
broad culture, of clean life, of lofty 
ideals, of a rounded character and of a 
solid ability that have won the uni- 
versal respect of his people. 
A man 


of that record and reputation is of 
presidential size, whether he lives In 
Georgia or Maine.

It is a fact that the presidency 
has usually gone to men of unusual 
patronymics.

effect in his own county Mr. Wilson 
said: ' "In Belmont county the auditor 
last year collected $5,900.

ployes; leaving $3,000 for his own sal 
ary.

from the tax paid by liquor dealers.
